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The  4th  Bfc,  60th  Arty  (AH)(SP),  with  attached  Btry  B,  29th  (SLT)  and  Btry  I, 

41  at  Arty  (MG),  and  HHB,  8th  Eta,  26th  Arty  (TAB)  with  eleven  attached  counter- 
mortar  radar  detaohmenta  oontinued  operations  in  support  of  allied  forces 
throughout  II  CTZ. 

b.  Intelligence i 

(1)  hostile  artillery  attacks  during  the  period  reached  a  high  point 
on  11-12  May  when  the  enemy  oonducted  73  attacks  and  expended  1167  rounds 
in  conjunction  with  the  beginning  phase  of  tho  Summer  Offensive.  Enemy 
aotivity  continued  at  a  high  level  during  the  month  with  the  majority  of 
the  activity  concentrated  in  the  Dak  To  -  Ben  Hot  area  of  the  DAN  QUTEN  - 
HINISS  AO.  The  enemy's  intense  artillery  activity  continued  into  June, 
concentrating  on  the  same  area.  The  last  two  weeks  of  June  saw  the  enemy 
mass  hie  artillery  activity  entirely  on  Ben  Het  in  hopes  of  isolating  the 
camp  and  eventually  overrunning  it.  This  tactio  failing,  the  enemy  with¬ 
drew  from  the  area  at  the  end  of  June  and  has  remained  absent  throughout 
July.  During  the  period  8  May  -  30  June,  the  enemy  conducted  353  attacks 
and  expended  4765  rounds  again at  Dak  To  -  Ban  Het.  Overall  aotivity  de¬ 
creased  considerably  during  the  month  of  July,  with  the  reported  new 
offensive  never  materializing.  The  firet  two  weeks  of  July  observed  in¬ 
creased  standoff  activity  in  the  Phan  Thiet  area  of  Mnh  Thuan  Provinoe 
which  accounted  for  over  25$  of  the  attacks  within  II  CTZ  during  the  month. 

The  lack  of  activity  during  July  can  probably  be  attributed  to  the  in¬ 
ability  of  the  enemy  to  maintain  a  continuous  flow  of  supplies  and  am¬ 
munition  to  units  located  throughout  II  CTZ. 

(2)  The  enemy  artillery  capability  remained,  the  same  as  the  previous 
quarter  with  no  new  enemy  artillery  units  being  identified.

(4)  The  enemy  continued  to  employ  the  85sm  gun  within  II  CTZ  primarily 
in  the  Ben  Het  area.  Ben  Het  received  64  attack*  in  which  the  enamy  expend¬ 
ed  1040  rounds  during  the  reporting  period.

175mm  gun  suppressions  for  ARCLIGHTS. 

(d)  The  area  harassment  program,  aatabliehed  1  March  69,  has  been 
developed  into  a  working  application  of  ths  principle  of  war-economy  of 
force.  Critical  evaluation  of  intelligence,  knowledge  of  enemy  habit  a  and 
effective  employment  of  available  firepower  reaouross  have  harassed  the 
enemy  in  hie  base  areae  and  sanctuaries.  Currently  the  program  monitors
